portance, great aa it mast bo admitted 
to bo, is overshadowed by its political 
Bignificiince, It hod become quite 
comojon to talk aboat tho conoeotion 
between Canada and tbo old Empire 
as tho merest gossamer^ Co be snapped 
by tbe first breath of discontent. And 
it moBt be admitted that etatesnaen in the 
old Empire, as vfcll aa in tho now, gave 
colorto the viow.for there have been thope 
in the former wbo did not hetilato lo ai- 
Inde in inBulting terms to Canada as c 
UBeioBBi and dangerous encambrance 
while thero have beon thoie in the 
latter who have oponly preached im- 
mediate iodependonoo — aaaorling Ibat 
Canada would be much bettor 'paddi- 
Jng hor own cuiioe.' If BUch things are 
douo in tho green ireo, what shall bo 
done in tho dry ? It oor own States 
men talk in this way, need wo be snr- 
prised that Brother Jonathan has taken 
up the cry, and sits in innocent oonfi- 
donco with his mouthostondod lo catch 
tho Canadian cherry between hia lan- 
tern juwa? J5qI to oil Buph theories 
and oaicnlalioos tbo aunounoemont made 
in the Britieh ELoubo of CommonB, 
on Mooday, most have given a rude 
shock. The Immediate independence of 
Canada, traneialed into plain, honoet 
Englisb^ means annexation to, or ab- 
sorption by, tho ffreai Eepublic' This 
ig admitted by candid men on both 
sides of the forty-ninth parnllbl of lati • 
tade to be the real defiaitipi) 9f imme- 
diate independcD0f>.

Ijuage and worshiping the eame Qod. 
Bat It is extremely doobtful whether 
they would. But, lo the point. If tho 
Imperial nation held Canada at 80 light 
a valno and by eo Ioobo a tenuroj is 
it at all probable that ebe woold iMloaiid'. bo 
very read; to become reaponsibie for a Ibao 
of one hundred and twenij-five millioD dol- 
lsi3 Tor tbs purpose of building o CaoadiaD 
railway? ladepeodcccc or AoDelationiniKbt 
mean repudiation; and tb's proffered fjnaraa* 
tee eaya louder than worda tbal tbo Impotial 
nation dooa not apptcbend any euch dtHtiny 
for Canada, bcttbut she regard* it aa an im- 
portant, essential and pertnaoeat part of tba 
natioD. Tbe position tbo present writer has 
lalsen ever ainco ihe incepiion of tha great 
Gonfederation scbeme is that it ia as maob 
Imperial ae it is Uaotdiao — tbut tbe parert 
Btaods at tbe back of tha child, ready to be- 
titt ber niib mone;, oea and aoldiers in the 
great woik of nalioD making. Indeed, we 
ooDfers that 11 saeb bad not been oar coovic- 
tion, our faith in tbe oltimate aod complete 
oaecesa of Coolcderation would not have been 
very etrong. Reoont events tend to 
■treogthen that pc sitioD. Tbo work ol Em- 
pire in nbicb Canada la engaged is a aatioual 
work, i-> nbicb tho inflaeaoa aod wealth of 
Great Uritaio are pledged; and saceets oac- 
not, therelorc, be ref;arded aa dontVa'. Tbe 
railway will, uodonbiadly be built, beoaoae 
it is recognized na a ni tional neeeeaity. 'I'he 
true North West PasBage, so long Bought ftr 
amoDg tbe icebergs of tbb north, b&s been 
discovered to lie thrtuRh British North A- 
mericao Tertitny; aod it is about to be 
thrown open to the nstioni', thoa ensur- 
ing Ihrougb tlio Bgts ti come fie 
commercial and pohtical napremacy 
of Great Britnin. People on both Bides of tbe 
"arlificial boundary" luiiy, tliercfore, ranko 
their minds perfectly easy ug to tho destiny 
of Canada and iho success of Confoderalioii. 
Bal tbe Imperial oation mnst awake to the 
great work o(.gaidlng ber surplus population 
into this new Empire. This is an essential 
part of tbe grand programme wbicb demands 
immediate attention on both aidea of the At« 
lantic. It will never do (or (7inadft to stand 
with her finger in her month nnj look on 
while n. conatdnt ttraiirn of I'.riiish blood iind 
moscloia tlowiiif; into n foreif^n country. Tlint 
Blremn must ho tnrued into our own wnsie 
acres. Tho r'ilway iind nil che must bo re- 
garded as beioR chiefly imporlanl aa a means 
towards that great end.
